LODGE RESERVATIONS 
DENOUNCED BY WILSON 


President Says Democrat- 
ic Party Holds “the 
Honor of the Nation in 
Its Hands” and Reserva- 
tions Are Inconsistent 
With That Honor. 


Washington, May Rack call to 
the democratic party to go into the 
campaign standing four-square in 
favor of the treaty of Versailles 
and against the senate’s§ reserva- 
tions was issued tonight by Presi- 
dent Wilson.in a telegram to Ore- 
gon democratic leaders made pub- 
lic at tile white house. 

Declaring that the party had “the 
honor of the nation” in its hands, 
the president said that the Lodge 
reservations were “utterly incon- 
sistent” with that honor as wellbas 
destructive of the role of world

assume, 


The only true Americanism, the 


“president said, was “that which puts 


America at the front of free na- 
tions and redeems the great prom- 
ises which we made te the world.” 
It would be a violation of such 
promises, he. said, to attach reser- 
vations to the treaty which “wkit- 
tle down or weaken it as the re- 


, 


publican leaders of the senate have 
proposed to do.” 
Treaty Paramount Issue. 

The president's position was made 
known in a telegram sen®f tonight 
to G. FE. Hamaker, chairman of the 
Multonomah county democratic-cen- 
tral committee, at Portland, Ore, 
Hamaker asked the president if he 


considered it important to nominate 
eandidates pledged to ratify the 
treaty without the Lodge reserva- 
‘tions. 

The telegram marks the presi- 
dént’s vigorous entry into the cam- 
paign, and sets at rest any doubt 
s to what he considers the para- 
mount issue. 

The declaration was taken to 
mean also that the peace treaty will 
not again be submitted to the sen- 
ate for ratification, that the presi- 
dent believes the question should be 
put squarely before the voters of 


the country for a decision. 


If the treaty, unratified and un- 
changed by the senate’s action on 
it, goes before the country, it will, 
ef course, go as President Wilson, 
brought it back to America. It will 
be the issue of the “Wilson treaty” 
or none, Politicians heretofore. have 
pointed out that the rg ea of 
reservations is too complex to ever 
receive intelligent interpretation in 
gimple “yes and no” voting.

Russia Under Czar 
Freer Than America, 
Asserts Anderson 


Candidate for Republican 
Vice Presidential Nomi- 
nation Says. Personal 
Liberty Has Gone. 


New York, May 9.—There !s less 
personal liberty in America today 
“than there was in Russia under 
the czar,” Colonel Henry W. An- 
derson, of Richmond, Va., candidate 
for the republican vice presidential 
nomination, said in an address here 
tonight. 

Colonel Anderson attacked the 
government as one “of arbitrary 
and inefficient men,” which “has 
bound industry hand and foot with 
arbitrary" law and regulation.” 

He declared the high cost of liv- 
ing can be reduced only in two 
ways, either “by work and econ- 
omy, increasing production and 
supply to equal the demand, or else 
reduce the purchasing power, and 
resultant demand, to an equality 
with available production and sup- 
ply The first method, he said, 
means progress and prosperity, and 
the. later hard times and stagnation.

New York, May 9.—After an all- 
night grilling, James O. Kean, for- 
merly a Burns agency detective in 
Montreal, broke déwn and confessed 
to his share in the disposal of stolen 
securities and to the separate roles 
played by “Big Ed” Furey, Joseph 
and Irving Gluck and a number of 
others implicated in the $56,000,000 


vestigators announced today. : 

Through Kean’s alleged disclos- 
urea all those details which Furey 
had steadfastly refused to give up 
to investigators or which he had 


rfenied knowledge of were obtained. 


Kean’s story carries the plot still 
further in its ramifications, and 
shows that big deals by the bond 
gang were consummated in Mon- 
treal, Cleveland, Binghamton and 
Hamilton, Ontario. 


Kean’s first introduction to Fu- 
rey, the authorities declaré, was 
typical of the work of the organi#@ 
gation. He declared that he first 
met “Big Ed’ when they learned 
of the whereabouts of eighteen au- 
tomobiles which had been stolen in 
New York and taken to Binghamton 
to be sold. 

Together they went to the upstate 
city, where they found the cars 
the possession of a man known, he 
said, as Joseph Mantino, according 
to the alleged confession. Mantino 
gave them “a large sum of money” 
to keep quiet. Of this sum, he kept 
a quarter, gave another quarter to 
Furey, and the remainder to Joseph 
and Irving Gluck, who, Furey had 
told him, were in on-the deal.

| America is on a joy ride today, Dr. 


Straton told his audience, “and that 
despite the fact that we have just 
passed through the most awful w r 
in history, and that the poor bod- 
ies of 10,000,000 victims are now 
rotting in the ground. If we don’t 
stop soon, God will stop us!” 
Sex Issue, Main Problem. 

The sex issug is the main spcial 
problem that confronts New York, 
Atlanta and all America at the 
present hour, the speaker asserted. 
“The greatest danger point today is 
in the relationship between, the 
sexes under the conditions of our 
congested, overwrought modern 
life. Every great civilization of 
the past has decayed first and fast- 
est precisely at this point, and the 
danger signals are already out for 
our age, | | 

“Take, for example, the situation 
dancing today. We 


éne who really 
knows modern social conditions, 
deny the need of strong convictions 
within the ranks of Christians upon 
this question? From the earliest 
time dancing has been associated 
with the vice that tear down and 
destroy the human race. 


“Beyond any question, the dances 
of this day are an expression of de- 
generation.in human society. These 
dances take their very names and 
movements from the lower animals, 
and the amazing things about it is, 
that there seems to be so little con- 
science on this question. among 
Christian people.” 

Dr. Straton described a charity 
ball given at the Ritz-Cariton hotel, 
in New York, by the Protestant, 
Catholic and Jewish churches, who 
ste:ured sixty of the Ziegfeld beau- 
ties to take part in the dance and 
“nymphs, fauns and satyrs appeared 

reek ballet.” 

Churches Holding Dances. 

He pictured the connection be- 
tween the dance hall and social dis- 
eases and declared: “In the face of 
these terrible conditions, that ought 
to be known to all intelligent lead- 
ers in the moral life of the commu- 
nity, we have the fact that many 


lehurches are now holding dances in 


their buildings. I have here, for ex- 
ample, pampfnlets announcing dances 
in a famous Baptist church on Man- 
hattan island, and churches of other 
denominations are holding dances 
constantly. in their own buildings 
and-even in downtown hotels. 

“Oh, how far we have gone ip 
this modern age of ours from _ the 
safe, sweet paths that our mothers 
and fathers followed in the light of 
God’s holy truths. We hear from 
some of our churches, even on Sun- 
day, announcements in connection 
with the theater, showing a practi- 
eal alliance with it. We see in other 
churches the introduction of ‘the- 
atrical stars’ in the effort to at- 
tract’ crowds, and a short time ago 
the wife of one of our preachers 
danced all .i-ht long. 

“All of these things are shocking 
and horrible treaSon to Jesus and 
His divine and holy truth, and the 
time has come for a stiffening up 
of our moral backbone and for 4@ 
war to the death upon these insid- 
ious vices that are doing so much 
to paralyze the church, and that 
are gapping the very life of modern 
society. 

Revival Is Needed. a 

“T confess to you that I am old- 
fashioned about these things, I 
think we need a revival of the old 
fashion at many points. There is 
a great outcry against Puritanism 
teday, but we had better have some 
of the old fashioned Puritanism that 
made our fathers great and our 
mothers good, instead of the hel!- 
born impuritanism that is breaking 
down every moral barrier ands«lecd- 
ing straight on to social ruin. 

"T confess to vou,” continued the 
speaker, “that I have never been 
able to see the difference between 
a young man hugging a young wom- 
an sitting upon.a sofa, or hugging 
her standing upon a dance floor. In- 
deed, is not the dancing the more 
dangerous of the two? Fer in the 
dance the whole of the two bedies, 
male and female, are in closer con- 
tact. and. there is the added dan- 
ger of motion, the rhythmic swaying 
of the two bodies to the strains of 
the dreamy and often sensuous 
music. 

“When we stop and think of it 
calmly, is it not evident that there 
is tremendous danger to our youth 
in the dance as it is conducted t9- 
day”? A fossilized octogenarian or 
a self-complacent mollycoddie, with 
ice water in his veins may be able 
to look at the sights which any 
man can see in modern society to- 
day, and in, the dance hold in his 
arms a throbbing, beautiful young 
woman. with almost half her body 
exposed, and the other half clothed 
largely with good intentions—such 
a man, I say, under those circum- 
stances, may maintain a philosophi- 
cal calm, but any young fellow with 
red blood in his veins and the ele- 
mental ‘forces of nature operating 
in him cannot so easily do so.” 

Turning to the subject of wom- 
en’s styles, he said: “When it comes 
to women’s dress today there is rot 
enough of it to talk about. Do the

few remaining “merchant princes” 
of America, in an interview, ;/ 

I found this old man, -whose de- 
cision arbitrarily te cut prices in 
his stores 20 per cent has aroused 
country-wide interest, at his mas- 
sive desk in his private library in 
the great Philadelphia store.’ 

“I do not like high-faluting words 
that mask business action,” he went 
on, between sharp answering of tel- 
ephone calls, or approval of slips 
thrust before him with strokes of 
his old quill pen. 

“I do not say that I- am hurting 
myself with sacrifice by marking 
down my goods as I am, Neither do 
I say that such a@ step is a normal 
bit of sound business principle. But 
what I do declare is*that capital and 
labor mugt pull in harness, and that 
the time has come when if the re- 
sources of capital are stronger, it 
must make the first’ move.” 

Worried by Situation. 

Wanamaker tapped the pear! 
studs of his fawn colored waistcoat 
with firm fingers as he went on. It 
was apparent that the fact that 


Liberty bonds have, declined in 
value, dropped well below par, as 
a result of the existing economic 
and financial situation weighs heav- 
ily with the old merchants. 

“If capital is soundly American 
and red-blooded with a _ practical 
patriotism, it (must wince at the 
war bond tragedy,” he declared. 

“Think of it—look at the strug- 
gling individuals who did their bit, 
and sweat blood to help their coun- 
try. IL recall a poor, little thing 
who bought her bonds like a true 
American citizen, but who was 
forced to sell them at a loss be- 
cause high prices played such 
pranks with them. Such cases are 
wholesale. It is "when they come 
to us with a personal poignancy 
that we wince. 

“I said to*myself that when the 
best bond that any nation ever put 
forth came back as a bomerang to 
crush the purchaser, something 
must be done. It is injustice such 
as this that breeds discontent and 
national disloyalty. 

“Then at the very moment when 
the people hoped that relief must 
come, what a shiver was sent over 
the country by the announcement 
of the federal reserve bank that 
prices would soar higher. I re- 
solved then that every resource of 
my own business should be ‘put to 
the strain of breaking this. deplor- 
able state of high prices.” 7

Tallapoosa, Ga., May 9.—-(Spe- 
cial.)—One person was killed and 
twelve injured when Southern rail- 
way passenger train No. 30, Bir- 
mingham special, due at the Brook-‘ 
wood station at 3:15 p. m., collided 
head-on with work train No. 29, of 
the Southern system, near here at 
12:55 o’clock today. 

The only fatality was in the case 
of H. Hogan, a laborer, of ‘Edwards- 
ville, Ala. The injured are W. F. 
Austeth, Piedmont Ala. and a ne- 
gro named Suda Richardson, of 
Philadelphia, Pa., both of whom 
were passengers; H. L, Cox, train- 
master, of Birmingham: W. E. 
Harden, fireman, Birmingham; Jesse 
York, white, railroag laborer, Mus- 


cading, Ala.>.J. TI. Walton, flagman,- fe 


Atlanta; O. T. Ward, laborer, Ed- 
wardsville, Ala.,; D. Burgess, labor- 
er, Edwardsville; K. L. Kilgore, Ja- 
porer, Mascadine, Ala.; A. E. Shaw, 
laborer, Austell,’ Ga.; L. J. Cain, 
baggagemaster, Atlanta, and W. A. 


According to official statement 
by the Southern railroad, the wreck 
occurred when the passenger train, 
eastbound, crashed into the .jwork 
train, which was westbound, and 
which had a car containing the 
working crew ahead of the engine. 

The crash occurred one mile east 
of Tallapoosa at West's Crossing as 
the flyer swung &wround a curve and 
plunged into the tail end of the 
work train, which was nroving into 
Tallapoosa. The members of the 
work crew were able to jump before 
thelr cars were telescoped, with the 
exception of Hogan. whose death 
resulted instantly. The other three 
workmen were injured in jumping 
from the train. 

All .of the passengers of No. 30 
are Said to have been shaken and 
thrown from their seats when the 
two trains went together. '

No. 30 was in chagge of Engineer

An afternoon train over the 
Southern road was delayed about 
two hours, and train No, 30 was de- 
layed over three hours. The track 
was repaired and traffic Nesumed at 
5 o'clock this afternoon.

Following 
defeat of his troops and capture of 
Nuevo Laredo by revolutionists ear- 
ly today, the Carranza officer ar-

General Garza, who ordered his 
troops to make a determined stand 
against the rebel attack on Nuevo 
Laredo at dawn, saw nis defense 
crumpled after a short fight and 
with his gon escaped in an autemo- 
bile. Pursued by rebels, the gen- 
eral eventually made a ford of the 
Rio Grande five miles west of 
Nuevo Laredo and arrived on Amer- 


rated by bullete, 

Nuevo Laredo surrendered 
rebel forces at.7 o'clock this morn- 
ing, after two hours’ of fighting. 
Three federal defenders and one 
rebel soldier were killed. The revo- 
lutionists attacked from three sides 
of the town. 

The revolutionists approached 
Nuevo Laredo shortly before dawn 
from the west and drew the fed- 
cral fire on that side. About one 
hundred mounted rebels then de- 
toured and entered the town from 
the south and east. When they 
reached the center of the city the 
federal garrison began to fire into 
the air and surrendered without 
serious resistance.

Galveston, Texas, May 9.—The 
federal garrison at Vera Cruz, con- 
sisting of approximately 500 well- 
armed and equipped soldiers, went 
over to the revolutionists early to- 
day, according to unofficial but ap- 
parently reliable advices received 
here tonight. 

Revolutionary troops believed to 
be part ef the forces of General 
Pabio Gonzales entered Vera Cruz 
twice before the federals withdrew 
their allegiance from the Carranza 
wovernment, the advices said. First 
they penetrated almost to the wa- 
ter front and then withdrew to the 
outskirts because of the presence 
in the harbor of two Mexican gun- 
boats.

General Venustriano Carranza 
came into prominence in - April, 
1913, when he sprang up as a leader 
of the . constitutionalists. He was 
allied at that time with General 
Francisco Villa. He assumed the 
role of provisional president in 
March. 1915, and was formally elect- 
ed in 1917. 

General Carranza’s rise to power 
came, if anything, more spectacular- 
ly than usual in Mexico, He is a 
member of an aristocratic family. 
At the time of the rapid change of 
presidents after the resignation, in 
1911, of President Diaz, he was col- 
lecting a following in support of his 
plan to revise the Mexican consti- 
tution. 

His opportunity came when Gen. 
eral VictorianoHuerta replaced the 
murdered president, Madero, in 1913. 
Carranza was at that time in the 
north of Mexico with Genéral Villa.

Huerta remained in power till 
June, 1914, when the constitutional- 
ists, by their military victories, 
forced his resignation.

This state of affairs continued,

ALASKA AND NEWSPRINT. 

Alaska, in the opinion of Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Meredith, of- 
fers in a large measure the most 
feasible solution of the newsprint 


_ paper problem that is now so acute 


throughout the country. 
Federal timber cruisers and statis- 


ticians estimate that the national 


forests of Alaska contain around 
100,000,000 cords of timber suitable 
for the manufacture of newsprint 
and other grades of paper; and itis 
believed that under careful man- 
agement and reforestation these 
forests can produce annually for all 
time 2,000,000 cords of pulpwood, 
or enough to supply one-third of 
the pulp. products used in the 
United States at the present rate 
of consumption.

The situation is still further 
aggravated by the indications of a 


| shortage, estimated by experts at 


around $250,000,000 bushels, of 
winter wheat in thiz country for 
the current year; and that short- 
age may be yet increased mate- 
rially by the ravages of the Hes- 
sian fly and the grasshopper, which 
are already becoming serious in 
the “wheat states’ of the western 
plains. 

Taking the world as a whole, 
the winter wheat acreage is said 


ito be approximately ten per cent 


below the-average for the last five 
years; and weather conditions and 
the scarcity of farm labor undoubt- 
edly will greatly curtail the acre- 
age ordinarily devoted to spring 
wheat. 

All of which gives point and 
reasonableness to the agricultural 
authorities’ admonition to the 
farmers of the south to “produce 
at least enough wheat to feed those 
who live on the farm or who are 
dependent upon its products.” 

“This,” says Dr. William Brad- 
ford, of the extension service of 
the Georgia State College of Agri- 
culture, “it has been demonstrated, 
can be done on one acre of land, 
if properly prepared and man- 
aged.” 

‘It has further been® demon- 
strated,’ he goes on to say, “that 
by letting the wheat seeding fol- 
low a crop of cowpeas, well fer- 
tilized, the yield of peas will be 
sufficient to pay the cost of pro- 
ducing both peas and wheat, and 
both crops can be made and har- 
vested within a twelvemonth. 
Also the land will be in better 
condition for a third crop than 
before.”’ | 

Dr. Bradford says that, of 
course, “to do all this requires real 
high-class farming and the exer- 
cise of good judgment in the 
choice of seeds and fertilizer and 
in the preparation of the soil;” 
but, after all, “real high-class 
farming” is the only kind of farm- 
ing that pays in the long run. 

And if there ever was a time 
when farmers should concentrate 
their efforts and energies and de- 
termination upon that kind of 
farming it is in this period of food 
shortage and scarcity of farm 
labor.

No doubt they sometimes get in 
the grouching way, but they know 
that f is work, and not talk, that 
butters life’s bread, and they are 
too, busy to pass the grouch around. 

And that is one way in which 
they are great community helpers. 

Many “rainy day people” see 
nothing but present trouble and 
storms ahead and are hopeless of 
the future; but the helpful ones 
make the most of the l'ght that is 
around them, measure up to the 
need of Today, and yet provide for 
Tomorrow.

The most interesting single cir- 
cumstance in the present Polish of- 
fensive against the Russians is 
found in the presence of Ukrainians 
on the Polish side of the firing line. 


Over many years the Poles and the 
Ukrainians have been separated by 
rival ambitions and territorial dis- 
putes. While Galicia was Austrian, 
the Poles, that is the Austrian 
Poles, ruled all of it, and their rule 
was bitterly resented by Ukrainian 
minority, which is a majority in 
eastern Galicia. When Autsria col- 
lapsed the Ukrainians laid claim to 
eastern Galicia, including Lemberg. 
besieged the town and carried on a 
fair-sized war. 


This was collapsed when the 
Ukranians were attacked in the rear 
by Denikine’s army, which’ with 
fatal consequences to itself, neglect- 


ed the bolshevist enemy to punish 
the Ukrainian separatists. Denkline. 
like Kolchak. was a champion of 
the idea of Russian integrity and 
hostile to all separatist movements, 
Polish, Lithunian, Finnish and Let- 
tish. With the collapse of the 
Ukrainians their leader, Petlura, fled 
to Poland, Polish troops occupied 
eastern Galicia and the supreme 
council awarded it to Poland under 
a complicated mandate system for 
a period of years. 


But back to the Galician dispute 
was the difference over the province 
of Cholm. Originally a part of Rus- 


sian Poland, it was separated from 
Russian decree some years 
ago. <A certain portion of the pop- 
ulation are Ukrainian and when the 
Germans recognized the Ukraine at 
Brest-Litovsk they sought to fo- 
ment the bitterness between the 
Poles and the Ukrainians by award- 
ing Cholm to the Ukraine. When 
Germany fell Cholm passed into Pol- 
ish hands, and the Poligh claim to 
it was recognized by the Paris con- 
ference. 


Of Real Significance. 
It is a fact of real significance, 
then, that.» the Ukrainians and the 


Poles have sunk old and recent 
grievances and struck hands to 
fight the bolshevists. But the fight 
oes . beyond  bolshevism. What 
etlura is after is to create a state 
wholly independent of Russia. Such 
a course pleases both the Poles and 
the Ukranians, because it ‘greatly 
reduced the peril for them, which 
is transparently inherent in any 
restoration of Russia as a great 
power. In accepting Ukrainian as- 
sistance in furthering Ukrainian in- 
dependence, Peland, is then, acting 
with the instinct for self-preserva- 
tion uppermost. 

It is easy to believe that once vVic- 
tory is atttained the Poles and 


quarrel again, for 
their territories, that is the regions 
having both Polish and Ukrainian 
populations are inextricably com- 
mingled and Poland’s present claim 
771 really in- 

cludes most, if not all, of the 
Ukraine. To compromise the differ- 
ences will prove as difficult as com- 
posing the dispute of the Greeks, 
Bulgarians and Serbs in Macedonia. 
But it is rather to the Russian 
aspect that public attention will 
turn now. So far as One can per- 
ceive the Poles, with their allies, 
have been uniformly’ = successful. 
They may, moreover, gO far in Rus- 
sia. The difficulties of the armies 


-of Kolchak, Denikine and Yudenitch 


have not come mainly from without 
but from within. It has been -the 
settled belief of military men at 
With a few really solid divisions 
Yudenitch might have got to Petro- 
grad. That the mass Of the’ Russian 
people regarded these military men 
as the representatives of the old 
order, as the direct agents of czar- 
ism, largely explained their failure. 
By contrast the Poles are not inter- 
ested in the restoration of c¢zarist 


———— 


Russia; no Pole has any reason to}- 


love that old order. So far as Po- 
land has a Russian policy, that pol- 
icy must be One of dividing Russia, 
as far as possible, to reduce the fu- 
ture strength of a potential enemy. 
Therefore, Polish invasion will have 
a different meaning for the Rus- 
sians than did that of Russian mill- 
tary men. 
Has Real Army. 

In the second place Poland has 
a real army, estimated at 700,000. 
trained men, and not too badly 


equipped with the engines of war. 
It is immeasureably superior to bol- 
shevist armies; it has some officers 
of real merit, and it has derived 
from the western allies a very con- 
siderable stock of war material. 
That the bolshevists can muster a 
force anything like as formidabie 
seems incredible. 


Poland’s real danger must come 
from the west, where the nations 
which are eager to get back to trad- 


ing relations with the Russians will 
hardly be pleased to see a new war 
breaking out in the east of Europe. 
A sweeping Polish victory, more- 
over, would mean an irresistible de- 
mand on the part of the Poles for 
their frontiers of 1772, that is for 
the line of the Dnieper river in the 
east, ds. well as for sOme sort ot 
sovereignty over Lithunia. 


The peace conference has fixed 
nice comfortable boundaries for Po- 


land. These boundaries do not in 
the least correspond with Polish 
traditions, Polish rights. The only 
reason that they might be accepted 
would be found in Polish weakness. 
But if Polish armies sweep the Rus- 
sians out of their pathway and be- 
gin a march toward Moscow, then 
there is an end of the argument of 
weakness. Poland will no longer 
be a suppliant, shé can impose terms 
on Russia and the western nations 
may go hang. 

A Poland of at least forty mil- 
lions of people, that is with a state 
equal in population to France and 
exceeding Italy in area, is thuS by 
no means an impossible outcome of? 
the present situation. Nor is such 
a Poland likely to look with resiz- 
nation upon any new German effort 
to regain Posen,and West Prussia 
or to ret&in Upper Silesia. The 
Poles and the Germans are heredi- 
tary enemies. Nothing can change 
this. Therefore, Poland, if she ean 
obtain security in the east, is bound 
to turn west again to face her,one 
implacable enemy. 

All this falls in admirably with 
French policy. France naturally 
welcomes the rise of a strong Po- 
land on the eastern side of Germany, 
bound in the nature of things to be 
a French ally, bound to have simi- 
lar policies so far as Germany is 
concerned and certain to be an in- 
fluential member of the new Euro- 
pean concert, or discord, as the case 
may be. Italy and England, on the 
contrary, do not favor Poland, al- 
though the Italian opposition is not 
nearly so pronounced as the British, 
partly because they have other 
views in the matter 6f Russia, parte 
ly because neither would like to see 
France Obtain so useful and power- 
ful a partner. ; ‘ 

In any event, the Polish episode 
is one more example of the attempt 
to establish frontiers by the mere 
study of maps and the application 
of straight lines to these maps. To- 
day the Poles not only hold more 
than twice as much territory as was 
awarded to them by Paris, but claim 
at least a third more. Nor do their 
claims extend beyond what was oncé 
theirs. Again the truth is revealed 
that national units may be liber- 
ated, but controlling them after iib- 
eration is about as difficult as per- 
manently exercising the same sort 
of direction over children risen to 
the age of maturity and the station 
of voters on their own hook.

After Dr. Nature’s Quicklunch had 
gone out of. business, as I described 
in chapter 16, they put me on th3 
bottle, and I found the formula of 


modified milk for a baby half my 
age—that is, a baby about 5 months 
old—just right to begin with; 10 
ounces of top milk, 1 ounce of milk 
sugar and 10 ounces of boiled water 
or oatmeal water or barley water, 
as I described in. chapter 16. Of 
course, the strength of this was 
increased rapidly, so that within 
a mohth or six weeks I was taking 
my milk practically unmodified. 

From the time I was 4 year old 
until I became eighté€én months old, 
my fare was about like this: 

Diet of Health Child From Twleve 
to Eightcen Months (Old. 

Breakfast—6:30 a. m.: Six ounces 
of milk, diluted with oatmeal or 
barley gruel, 2 ounces. Twice baked 
bread (e@wiébach). 

8 to 9 a. m.: An ounce or two of 
orange juice or prune juice or peach 
juice. 

Lunch—10 a. m.: Milk from a cup. 

Dinner—Noon: A  cupful (5 
ounces of beef, chicken or mutton 


broth. Or the white of a poached 
egg. A tezspoonful or two of po- 
tafo or any other fresh vegetable 
well boiled and strained through a 
sieve. Crackers or toast or twice 
baked bread and a little butter. 
Milk. 8 ounces. 

Afternoon luneh—3 p. Milk, 
8 ounces; a cracker. . 


_Supper—( bedtime): Oatmeal gruel, 
or barley, or farina or arrowrooft, 


thénly made and thoroughly beiled. 
Apple satice or other stewed. fruit 
pulp, without fiber or seeds. Toast 
and milk. ; 

Between meals I had al! the coo! 
water I cared for. I would take 
anyWhere from one ta eight ounces 
at a time. : : 


,.My gruels were always cooked 
two hours at lest, and catmea!} 
gruel three hours, in a double boil- 
er. sA little salt was added, but no 
sugar. 

After the thirteenth month I gave 
up using the bottle and took my 
milk always fram a cup. Some kids 


stick to the bottle habit so long that 
it seems to deform their palate, and 
my -dad thinks, sometimes it even 
deforms the face And produces 
mouth-breathing, liké. adenoids. 

Of course, I learned to take water 
from a cup or spoon first. 

The fruit juices and stewed fruit 
pulp (obtained by squeezing the 
stewed prunes, peaches, apples or 
other fresh fruit through a coarse 
muslin Ora sieve) served to keep my 
bowels active. 

The fresh meat’ broth or soup sup- 
plied vitamines. 

The fare I had is not exactly 
suited to every healthy baby from 
twelve to eighteen months old, but } 


have set it down. here as a sort of 
guidé for mothers to use in teeding 
babies of thatage. Later I will tel! 
what { had to eat as I’ grew older.

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GATHER IN CHICAGO 


Chicago, May 9.—Many republic- 
an leaders arrived in Chicago today 
for the meeting of the republican 
national committee tomorrow and 
Tuesday, at which a temporary 
chairman for the Jun@ convention 
will be chosen and arrangements 
for the gathering completed. 

Washington, Georgia, Alabama 
and North Carolina will have wom- 
en representatives at the meeting. 
Mrs. John Glover South, of Ken- 
tucky, chairman of the Woman's 
division of the national committee, 
holds the proxy of S. A. Perkins, of 
Washington; Miss Mary Garrett 
Hay, of New York, chairman of the 
executive committee of the wom- 
an’s division, is the proxy of Henry 
S. Jackson, of Georgia; Miss Maud 
E. Wetmore, of Rhode Island, will 
presént the proxy of Oliver D. 
Street, of Alabama, and Mrs. John 
T. Pratt, of New York, the proxy of 
John 8S. Moorhcad, of North Caro- 
lina. 

“To date we have had eighty’ 
women who will attend tke con- 
vention either as delegates or al- 
ternates,” Miss Hay said tonight. 
“Mrs. Soutn, chairman of the wum- 
an’s division, is a delegate at large 
trom Kentucky—the tirst Woman 
ever to receive that honor. 

“it is impossible to state now 
what part the women will have, be- 
cause the rules committee is the 
one to make the rules governing 
the convention. 

“As long as the thirty-six states 
have not ratified the suffrage 
amendment, it is a quéstion whether 
women could be legally elected as 
delegates in the state where some 
have not received the vote through 
state legislation.

Shoes at 30c a Pair. 


(From The New York Sun.) 
Men's shoes, showy, fashionable 
shoes, for $1.20 a pair, and a good 
pair of women’s shoes for 30 cents: 


a good cloak for a man or woman 
for $1.80, and $3 for one of extra 
fine material, cut by a fashionable 
tailor. Twelve and one-half cents 
for a meal for three children, and 
2% cents for a meal for an old 
man. 

These are some of the prices paid 
in ancient Athens about the time 
of Demosthenes, 350 years before 
Christ. They are given in “Studies 
in History, Economy of Athens,” by 
George Bancroft, the American his- 
tOrian. He tells us that the whole 
expense of building was inconsid- 
erable. The price of houses varied 
from $45 to $1,800, according to 
size, situation and quality. The 
latter pricé Was unusually high: 
half the sum would purchase a 
good dwelling house. 

Under Solon a bushel 
was worth 10 cents. l'rom 390 to 
380 years before Christ it cost 
about 30 .cents. and in the age of 
Demosthenes 50 cents was consid- 
ered a fair pricé. 

The bakers of ancient 
were proficient in their craft, but 
the price theygcharged for their 
products is not known. Bancroft 
savs the disproportion between the 
price of wheat and that of bread 
must have been greater-than at 
present, in consequence ofthe high 
rates of interest which the bank- 
ers of Athens ¢harged. 

It did not cost much for some 
men to live in those days, even fa- 
mous men. Socrates, “wisest of 
mortals,” is supposed to have lived 
on an ineome of $75 & year, but 
then. the historian telis us, his 
manner. of living was inferior to 
that of the slaves. His cgat was 
old and shabby.and he wore the 
same garment both winter and 
summer: he went barefoot: his 
chief food was bread and water: 
and “as he engaged in ng kind of 
business to. mend his estate and 
increase his fortune it is not won- 
derful his wife. the famous Xan- 
tippe, scolded often.” 

Demosthenes, his:sister and their 
mother paid $105 a year for their 
board and provided the house into 
the bargain. A young man could be 
educated and supported in those 
davs for $108 annually. 

Of course there Is ‘a fly all 
this ointment of ancient low prices. 
They were exceedingly modcrate, 
but so were wages. The great 
number of slaves who came into 
competition with the free labor re- 
duced the price exceedingly. Mere 
manual labor could be procured for 
10 cents a day. That seems to have 
been the lowest rate “and is — 
lower than the present price of l*- 
bor in many parts of Europe, says 
Bancroft, writing in 1850.

REBUN TENDERS [[ABOR WALL FIGHT 
PCKETING ORDERS 


Following the petition for in- 
junction by the Atlanta Mirror and 

veling company against certain 
officers of the Atlanta local, 102%, 

lass Workers’ union, 
filed Saturday afternoon in the Ful- 
ton county superior court, a meet- 
ing of the members of the glass 
workers’ iocal, members of the At- 
lanta Building Trades council and 
members of the Atlanta Federation 
of Trades, was held Sunday after- 
noon, when it was decided to place 
the matter of resisting the perma- 
sency of the restraining order in 
the hands of the executive commit- 
tee of the central labor body, with 
power to act. 

This action means that the glass 
workers, backed by Organized la- 
bor in Atlanta, will resist the legal 
effort to deny the unton the right 
of picketing the plant of the peti- 
tioning company. 

The petition for an injunction to 
restrain the glass workers’ union 
from “picketing” or, in other words, 
seeking to prevent workers from 
taking the places of atrikers. was 
filed in the court of Judge John T. 
Pendleton, in the motion division of 
the Fulton county court. Saturday 
afternoon. Judge Pendleton grant- 
ed a temporary restraining order, 
denying. the defendant union the 
right of interfering with workers of 
the company, and set May 22 as the 
date for the hearing. 

The petition is directed against J. 
P. Cooley, president: E. P. Tuttle, 
secretary, and George Harrington, 
business agent, Of the Glass Work- 
ers’ local, 1027. The bill was filed 
by Winfield P. Jones, attorney for 
U. V. and George T. Warren, and T. 
B. Hymes, officers. of the Atlanta 
Mirror and Beveling company. 

The petition is the first legal ac- 
tion to be brought into the Fulton 
county court as a result of the 
strike Which has béen in effect 
Since the first of April, when the 
glass workers, with the plumbers, 
paperhangers and painters and dec- 
orators refused to return to 
work because of the alleged refusal 
of contractors, master plumbers and 
other employers to sign satisfactory 
contracts for the vear 1920. 

Officials of the company have sig- 
nified their intention of maintain- 
ing an open shop, reserving the 
privilege of employing either union 
or non-union workmen, and it was 
stated that the officials do not in- 


| tend to recede from that position. 


Shortly after the strike was de- 
clared, it was stated that the At- 
lanta Mirror and Beveling company 
closed its plant, keeping it idie 
until May 4, when, with non-union 
men. the plant Was reopened for 
work. It was charged in. the bill 
for injunetion that efforts have been 
made by the pickets of the -locai 
Glags Workers’ union to coerce and 
persuade the men to leave their 
jobs, and to intimidate them. It 
Was also charged that a boycott of 
plants and enterprises using the 
output of the Atlanta Mirror and 
Beveling company was threatened 
through calling a strike of workmen 
employed in other factories using 
petitioning company’s product. 

The executive committee of -the 
Atlanta Federation of Trades, it is 
understood, will meet tonight at & 
o'clock in the Labor temple, when 
formal steps will be taken to resist 
the granting of a permanent in- 
junction against the right of the 
glass workers to “picket” the plants 
of the companies against which they 
are striking.

Reiterating their feeling of 
friendship, they declared that they 
were “mildly interested” in the 
Sims-Daniels «feud, pointing out 
that the same thing has repeatedly 
occurred in British admiralty cir- 
cles. But they refused to become 
excited over the alleged declara- 
tion of Admiral Benson that the 
American navy ‘would as soon fight 
the British as the Germans,” | 

“A majority of British naval 
men,” it was said, “rather admire 
a man of. Benson's type, and their 
respect for him has not been di- 
minished by anything that has been 
said during the controversy. But 
their feeling for Sims has not been 
enhanced by what might be consid- 
ered an unjustifiable breach of con- 
fidence and trust.” 

The affair is looked upon as a 
case. of sour grapes, and it is. gen- 
erally considered that Sims’ ‘per- 
sonal prestige has depreciated ra- 
ther than increased. - 

“We didn’t: think Sims would. have 
done such a thing,” is the ‘chief 
comment on the case.

’ Paris, May 9%.—In an eleventh- 
hour effort to save the general 


strike from complete failure, the 
general labor committee has ordered 
out four important confederations 
of labor throughout France, . the 
strike to begin tomorrow. 

Workers on street cars and buses, 
carriage makers, airplane buikiers 
and mechanics, and men engaged in 
the building trades are included in 
the orders. 

A twentieth century touch is add- 
ed to the situation by the order af- 
fecting the airplane business. This 
will be the first general “air strike” 
in France since the end of the war. 

For nearly a week the situation 
has been practically stationary. 
workers who are on strike 
are tenaciously clinging to their 
methods, but they are not suffi- 
ciently numerous to interfere  se- 


with mine production. 

The ports are the only places 
where the strikers are approaching 
anything like success,. but even 
there many of the dockers have re- 
turned to work. 

Members of the government pre- 
dict failure, or at most only partial 


the general strike.
